GRASS SEED PRICES 


Since the October issue of Grass Roots, 


little has changed in the way of prices. The 
Fall selling season was not a big one for 
most dealers, probably due to the extra wet 
summer of 1958. As a result, the disap- 
pearance of supplies was not excessive and 
stocks of seed for the Spring are not in 
short supply. 


The final crop report issued by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture in December showed 
the greatest supply of Kentucky Bluegrass 
on record—almost 40 million pounds, prac- 
tically a two years supply. Creeping Red 
Fescue, most of which is grown in Canada, 
is in ample supply due to a bumper crop. 
White Clover supplies aré more adequate 
than formerly expected but not excessive. 


Merion Kentucky Bluegrass is still short in 
supply and expensive. No reduction of price 
is expected for 1959. 


Rygrasses have eased in price from last 
Fall; not much, just enough to take the gilt 
edge off. 


Prospects for Spring 1959 sales are good. 
Prices are low and money a little more plen- 
tiful. If the spring weather is at all good, 
sales should improve over last year.
